CLEANING HINTS No. 4 
STAINLESS STEEL 

Stainless steel is an Iron alloy 
containing chromium. It seldom 
requires more attention than wash¬ 
ing in 'hot suds, rinsing and drying. 
Stainless siteel is rustproof, but 
salt and acids in foods can cause 
pit marks if left in contact too long. 
If spots do appear, clean the uten¬ 
sils with fine steel wool and a fine 
scouring powder. Polish with a 
soft cloth. A special cleaner is 
sold for copper-clad stainless steel 
cooking utensils, which will clean 
both copper land steel. Very good 
it is, too. Ask your dealer about it. 

In using stainless steel pans not 
copper-clad, heat them slowly over 
a low flame to avoid scorching food 
and to prevent heat discoloration. 

Stainless steel tableware, Increa¬ 
singly popular, should be washed 
promptly ito avoid pitting from salts 
and acids in foods. It never tarni¬ 
shes, but too much detergent in 
electric dishwashers sometimes 
films it, giving it a dull Appear¬ 
ance. To remove this film use a 
good silver polish. Do not use steel 
wool on fine stainless steel table- 
ware. 

In some instances stainless steel 
can become discolored and pitted. 

There are several grades of stain¬ 
less steel, and some are more 1 re¬ 
sistant than others. Even the best 
grade, however, is not entirely im¬ 
mune to corrosion. Danesco of Can¬ 
ada Ltd., one of the leading im¬ 
porters of stainless steel, says there 
are several reasons why tableware 
becomes marked in normal use. 

Iron in the water is capable of 
staining stainless steel. In areas 
where the water is soft and some¬ 
what acid, the use of copper pipes 
in the household plumbing system 
can also cause stains. And under

certain conditions, add in food¬ 
stuffs can mar stainless steel, and 
so can strong salt solutions. 

Corrosion can be caused by the 
minute electric currents that are 
set up when two different metals 
are placed in the same chemical 
solution. If a mixture of stainless 
and silver cutlery are washed in a 
detergent and left to dry by them¬ 
selves, the washing-up water will 
act as a conducfibr. The most 
chemically active of the metals, 
the steel, will start to dissolve and, 
while it won’t be evident right 
away, in time it may even produce 
deep pits in toe stainless. 

Anocner problem Is that modem 
detergents wash too well. Old-style 
powders left a trace of grease on 
the surface of the metal, and this 
helped to protect it. 

There is no harm in using de¬ 
tergents to wash stainless steel, but 
it should be used in moderation 
and the cutlery should be rinsed 
thoroughly in clean water. Most 
important, it should be dried as 
quickly as possible after it has 
been washed.

While Prime Minister Trudeau cavorts and dances 
in the City of Hamilton, the Canadian Medical Assoc, 
were hard at work making the social life of Canadian 
women and Canadians more realistic and palatable with 
some concrete and profound up-dating of past philoso¬ 
phies, all contrary to a politician's way of thinking.

Following the announcement of their recommend¬ 
ations the Prime Minister said there would be no debate 
on the abortion question before the summer recess. 

The C.M.A. also announced the non-medical use of 
drugs as being harmful and recommended certain 
■changes in the the criminal code for first-time offenders. 

In our opinion the recommendations of the C.M.A. 
are the most realistic and modem social advances in the 
social life of Canadians that have been advocated in 
Canada during the past 20 years. 


The Result Of 2,496 Questionnaires 


\ The N.A.F. has released figures relative to a quest¬ 
ionnaire administered to 10% of the students in Van¬ 
couver's 18 secondary schools to determine the incidence 
;of drug use, patterns of drug use and the attitude of 
Students towards drugs and the school. 

The data presented was for drugs, marijuana, LSD, 
tranquilizers, methedrine, heroin and solvents and is 
related to sex and age. Fifty-one per cent of the respon¬ 
dents were male and 48% female; 85% of the sample 
were between the ages of 14-18; 95% of the sample 
were in grades 8-12. 

Thi results of the survey show alcohol and tobacco 
were used at 61 % and 43 % respectively; marijuana, 40 % ; 
followed by tranquilizers, 31LSD, 21solvents, 9* e ; 
methedrine, 7 % ; and heroin, 2 % . 

The report states the number of offered drugs and 
refused was higher than those who used them. 

In recent years, there has been an increasing demand 
placed on the schools to do something about drug abuse. 
The schools have become subject to pressures from many 
segments of society. This has often resulted in confusion 
as to the best way to approach the topic. Because the 
area of drug education is very new, there is no tested 
and confirmed method to present to educators. There 
does, however, seem to be a concensus of opinion form¬ 
ing in North America as to a basic approach to drug 
education. Such an approach is desiqned to foster a 
healthy attitude toward drugs from the early grades, 
rather than attempting to change attitudes after they 
have been formed. 

While school education has its fine merits, the home 

and the parent must also pJov its port in educating the 
young people against the evils of narcotics.

freight. The range is 5000 statute miles and has a maxi¬ 
mum take-off load of 710,000 pounds (322 tons). It has a 
crew of ten employees, three moving picture theatres, nine 
washrooms. Food and liquor are served at international 
time changes. Controlled recordings play 24 hours daily 
and the passengers listens to nine types of entertainment 
by rented earphones. Along each side the length of the 
plane in the economy section are rows of three seats and 
down the centre four seats. Food galleys are located in 
quarterly sections of the plane. Every comfort has been 
provided for all age groups including sky-hammocks for 
babes in arms and equipment for itheir food preparation. 
A first class lounge called “The Bubble” is located on the 
second floor at the front of the aircraft. 

The big plane set down at Eastend l-ondon airport at 
8:00 Saturday morning London time. A plane to some 
foreign country leaves this airport every seven minutes. 
Thousands of employees representing 13 world airlines 
work in these airports which operate 24 hours daily. 

British European Airlines, a subsidiary of BOAC is the 
busiest airline in England. Flights leave regularly for 
some continental airport. Neatly dressed hostesses, al¬ 
ways one with a knowledge of the language of the country 
in which the plane is destined to land are on board. All 
instructions are given in the two languages. Tea, biscuits 
and cakes are served on this airline. 

Pan American in Europe rates second in passenger con¬ 
veyance to the German Lufthansa airline. Pan Am is 
strictly American in concept and service and Europeans 
like to travel on these streamlined jets. 

However, for smartness, precision and comfort most 
continental air passengers will give full marks to the 
Lufthansa line. They serve ice cream to the ladies and 
children on board and the male passengers receive beer. 

All European planes are Boeing of some series or de¬ 
sign and most travel at high altitudes to avoid turbulence. 

At all Germain airports, rigid security against hi-jack- 
ers is now evident. The traveller is asked to take any 
cameras or film from his suitcase (the X-ray light used 
on baggage will damage film). The traveller is "frisked” 
and searched for weapons, he is escorted to the lounge 
from where his plane leaves or to a bus which will con¬ 
vey him to his plane. Once boarded, security is relaxed. 

Your passoprt is your bible wherever you journey and 
every precaution must be taken for its safety. 

Travellers going into the Berlin Tempelhof airport (in 
1914 this site was used by Kaiser Wilhelm to review bis 
troops) are flown down the narrow air corridor. This is a 
turbulent corridor and every safety precaution is taken 
for passengers. Russian military Migs can be seen pat¬ 
rolling the air corridor boundary on each side. Patrols 
are made every half hour by the Russians. 

On continental Europe, planes do not stop at airport 
buildings as they do in Canada or the USA. They are spot¬ 
ted all over the large airfield runways. Each airline has 
its own bus which transports passengers from the air 
craft to the airport immigration and customs entrances. 
Passengers are continually warned to look after and iden¬ 
tify their luggage. 

It is interesting to note the eating utensils used by each 
airline. The British use metal knives, forks and spoons; 
the Pan Am use metal knives and forks with plastic 
spoons, the Lufthansa use plastic knives, forks and spoons, 
Air Canada uses metal cutlery. All foods are placed aboard 
the aircraft sealed and instructions are in English and the 
tongue of the country of your destination. 

In view of the bombings at several German airports, 
police with walkie-talkies are continually on patrol. 

Most amazing to air passengers is the uncanny accuracy 
with which airlines handle luggage. Competition amongst 
airlines in this field is very strong. 

Air crews always stay at the best of European Hotels, 
are not allowed to fraternize with hotel guests and are 
very careful not to cause incidents which might endanger 
franchises. The crews are not exempt from immigration 
and customs. 

Air travel is fast, efficient but tone changes, resulting 
in a change of meal and sleeping tones are disconcerting 
to many people. 

I left London for home on B747 at 9:35 a.m. London time 
and arrived in Toronto at 2:35 p.m. Toronto time. There it) 
a six hour tone difference between Toronto and London.
